An Interesting meeting at Orono. 


The Farmers' Institute held at the Town 


House, Orono, yesterday-afternoon, was 
well attended, considering that the day 
was one the wildest and most uncom- 
fortable of the winter. 


I)r. Noah Cressey and Hon. Z. A. Gilbert 


arrived in Orono early in the forenoon and 
were taken directly to the college build- 
ings and spent the forenoon in visiting the 
various college buildings, including the 
barn where the splendid herd of Jerseys 
was kept when the fearful disease broke 
out which necessitated the slaughtering of 
every animal. 


Hop. Z. A. Gilbert introduced the speak- 


er, Dr. Noah Cressey, Veterenarun to the 
State of Connecticut, who said that jrom a 
close inspection of the' building, I he^was 
co avinced that everything connected there- 
with would stand the m6st scrutinizing 
test as to its. sanitary construction. 
Its 


ventilating apparatus was us perfect as it 
could be constructed. 
He was proud to 


be called to lecture before an audience 
which manifested such a deep interest in 
this most important interest of the State 
and Nation, 
fie most heartily and em- 


phatically approved of the course pursued 
byj the College faculty, member} of the 
Cattle Commission, Secretary Gilbert, the 
Governor and Council and all wh;> advised 
the destruction of the entire herd upon the 
farm. It was. the only proper course to be 
pursued, anti he believed It was the duty 
of [the. State to replace the property they 
hail ordered destroyed. 
I 


lie spoke of the experimental station bill 


which has just been enacted by Congress, 
ana" approved by the President, which pro- 
vides among other things, in the secpnd 
section, "That it shall be the object and 
duty of said experimental station to con- 
duct original researches, or verify experi- 
ments on the physiology of plants and an- 
imals, the diseases to wh ch the? are sev- 
erally subject, with the remedies for the 
same,"as an importantstepin the right di- 
rection,and he hoped to see every Agricul- 
tural College, that receives this aanual en- 
dowment of 915,000, make ample provision 
for this|much needed work on the trans- 
mission of diseases, which is one of the 
most vital questions of the day, in every 
community. 


In 1872, In his official report as State 


Veterinary Surgeon, to the Board of Agri- 
cu ture, he called attention to the Increas- 
ingiprevalence of pleuro pneumonia, and 
instituted a series of experiments to deter- 
mine If possible the real nature of the vi- 
rus and the best, as well as the most- eco- 
nonic&l, means of eradicating this con- 
tagious affection from the land. 


Among the audience were President 


Fernald, Professors Ballentine and Jordan 
and Town Superintendent Gowell, nearly 
all the students and all other present man- 
ifested the deepest interest in the scholarly 
earnest unc. interesting: manner in which 
he treated the subject. He held the un- 
divided attention of his audience for one 
ani a half hours, with unabated interest, 
and at the conclusion of his lecture an- 
swered all questions asked by the Profes- 
sors and others In the most painstaking* 
pr3mpt and good natured manner.

The programme in- 
cluded addresses'from representatives of 
the three classes a so-called "Russian de- 
bate," together yith instrumental and vo- 
cal music. Tbe speaker from the Junigr 
class was J. 8. W illiamson and his subject 
WBS "Russian ambition in Eastern Eu- 
rope." The speaker said: Through every 
man's life runs a cord of motive which in- 
fluences his whole career. If that motive 
be for the good of the race he will be be- 
loved. The same is true of nations. His- 
tory judges nations in the light of motive. 


Russian history reveals a wicked motive 


on her part in her aim at rule in Eastern 
Europe. While nany of the bad features 
In Turkish government must be laid at her 
owr door, yet much more evil is due to the 
cunning intrigues in Turkish provinces. 
Great Britain has grasped for power and 
rule, but she has always uplifted her con- 
quered dominion . 
Russia, on ttie con- 


trary, makes no attempt to reform her 


i neighbors. In R asaian society woman is 
degraded to such an extent that a Russian 
proverb runs, "_,ove your wife with all 
your soul, but be it her as if she were your 


(jacket." Alas for the land where woman's 
natural rights an;] honor ale Ignored. In 
religion therp \t, no liberty. 
The Czar 


manages it all. While political changes 
have been frequent, ecclesiastical rule has 
remained unchanged. Religious creed is 
the reflection of 'le Czar's opinion. 
No 


more can be said of education than of re- 
ligion in this tyranny-cursed land. By op- 
pression at home and by intrigue abroad 
does Russia aim for power. 


The speaker frjm the Kiddle class was 


F. S. Hunnewcll and the subject of his ad^ 
dress was "The Pulpit and Politics." He 
said : Political troubles nre numerous and 
formidable. 
Burning public questions 


call for speedy settlement. The parent of 
evils is the dishonest use of money for 
gaining patronage and power. Office and 
emolument itre sought with greed, and for 
gain. The pulpit has a part to do in Cor- 
recting these evils Which threaten our 
•free institutions $md the very life of the 
country itself. 
The 
press and noble 


spirited statesmen hnve a part in this work 
and hils not the j ulpit also a duty in this 
exigency? The pulpit gains in power as it 
proclaims Divine truths. Divine truth is 
broad. 
It includes the weal of nations. 


Did 'the pulpit lose in lifting its voice1 


against the black horrors of slavery? Only 
one answer can be given. That is found 
. in the result of tha mighty blow which it 
struck at that relb of barbarism. 


The times are ripe for reforrii anl there 


are three ways in which the pulpit can 
lend its influence for this work. 
First, it 


can declare that, with every citizen Xa- 
tionat interests should stand-'first. Second, 
the pulpit can urge upon all citizens the 
duties of citizenship, laxity on this point 
can not be cured s o long as good men de- 
cline to hold ollicc and bad men accept. 
Let good men know what is going OQ in 
the caucus. Thirdly, the pulpit can do 
much toward educating public opinion on 
the great question s of the day. Intelli- 
gence of tlie ballot will rebuke 'dema- 
gogues and condeun petty politicians. Be- 
cause politics havj earned a disreputable 
name is all the .uore reason that the pul- 
pit should help in the task of reform. The 
obligation is a duty the pulpit owes to God 
and the Nation. 


The third address was by W. C. Curtis, 


of the Senior class, snd was upon "The 
Russian Government and the ijihilists." 
In substance the speaker said: The Czar 
is a despot. The Russian Government 
may be well described as tyranny. At its 
apex stands Alexander III. The Czar is 
the pope to the people. The Tsehinn or 
Bureaucracy has four divisions: 
First, 


the Council of the Empire which examines 
all acts presented, to become laws, and to 
make up the budget. Second, the Ruling 
Service which promulgates the laws and 
superintends the courts of justice. Third, 
the Holy Synod which has charge of all 
religious affairs. Fourth, the Committee 
of Ministers. The substructure of civil 
life is found in t le little commonwealths 
scattered througiout 
the country and 


whose decree is law to. the extent of its 
power. The Uir, the legislative authority 
in these commonwealths, convenes Any- 
where, usually in public places. 


Those appointed to decide questions de- 


bate as they pleasa, sometimes half a doz- 
en at once elaimiig the floor. The Uir 
shows that the Kussian,people are worthy 
of u better government; Nihilism had its 
germ a century ago. It beheld the bloody 
example of France In '71 and turned its at- 
tention to the down-trodden peasantry of 
Russia. It behelc miliionsimprisonedand 
exiled every year. 
It aims its blow at 


the autocracy and the bureauracy. 
The 


nihilist 
demand) less government and 


more freedom, in press and opinion; less 
taxation and the extension of the fran- 
chise. While we cannot justify the acts 
of the nihilist yet we cannot but condemn 
the tyranny of Rissia's government. We 
cannot be true to ;he spirit of our own in- 
stitutions and withhold our sympathy for 
for the oppressed, millions of that dark 
land.
